Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "12" has been used to designate both duct and 
superheater (SEE page 5, lines 5 & 6). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-7, 9-11, 13, and 19-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "the water in the discharge header" in lines 1-2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 2-4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 13, and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Franke et al (6,499,440). Franke et al discloses an evaporator 
(10) for a steam generator (2) and includes a supply header (28), a discharge header 
(32) spaced from the supply header, tubes (10) which extend between the supply and 
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discharge headers at their ends opening into the header, a raised twisted tape surface 
(40) that is integrally formed and anchored into the inner surface of the tube (SEE 
Figure 2) including at both ends of the tube and having a length to diameter for a 360 
degree twist of between 5-25, the width of each tape is less than the inside diameter of 
the tube through which it extends (Figure 2), the tapes are in the form of helices along 
the inside surfaces of the tubes. Water enters the supply header at one end and exits 
into the discharge header as saturated steam, the helical tape which extends the total 
distance of the tube, induces turbulence and exist in the area where mist would occur 
inside the tubes since it is inherent that to go from a fluid to a steam will involve a 
transitional period within the tubes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Franke et al (6,499,440) in view of Waldner (5,799,622). Franke et al discloses 

the applicants primary inventive concept as stated above, but does not specifically 

recite a bar extending transversely across each evaporator tube containing a tape which 

is anchored to it and extends therefrom. Waldner teaches a bar (54) having flights 

(tapes, 52) which are anchored to it and extend into tubes for the purpose of creating 
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turbulence in the flow of a fluid within the tubes. It would have been obvious at the time 
the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which the subject 
matter pertains to have modified the evaporator of Franke et al to include the bar with 
flights used to extend into tubes as taught by Waldner for the purpose of providing good 
heat transfer and moderate temperatures within the tubes.
